Scriptwriters for a newly- 
releancd British war film 
began re-drafting a scene 
today after the Duke of 
Edinburgh saw the film at 
a@ premiere and satd it was 
not quite accurate. 

The film, “Cockleshelt 
Heroes”, tells of a !042 
commandy raid in which 
Royal Marines in two-man 
canoca, slipped into a French 
harbour and blew up German 
cargo ships by placing mines 
on thetr hulls. 

The Admiralty and 
numerous technical advisera, 
including the leader of tho 
attack himself, apparently 
failed (to tell the script- 
writers the real reason 
behind the film. 

After sceing the

“Jolly good film. 
But I suppose you chaps do 
know why thia raid was 
really made? | am aurprined 
you did not go the whole 
way and tell the world the 
whole reason.” 

The producer said they 
had been told the raid war 
carried out to stop fast 
German ships from breaking 
the British blockade. 

“Not just that," replied 
the Duke. “Those shipa 
were to take radar equip- 
ment to the Japanose. (The 
Japanese had no radar 
then.) That equipment had 
to be sunk. on ought to 
explain that.”

delightful signs of the final liberation of 


Austria. : 


For ten years, the beautlful, 
biehly trained stallions of the 
S hool had been In exile, They 
were laken away in 1046, wher 
the Rutstans were shelling the 
oy, and found refuse at Wels, 
in Uprer Austrian, and given 
protection by the United States 
Forees In Austria, and especial- 
‘y chelr commandant at that time 
General George E. (Blood and 
Guts) Patton. Otherwise, they 
mirht have been taken as “Ger~ 
man Agsets’ or merely selzed to 
replace Rureian, Hungarian ot 
Rumanian horses killed ar lost 
during the war. 


First Display 


On Wednesday, October 26, 
the Scheot Director, Colonel 
Alols Podhajsky, announced to 
President Theodor Koerner and 
a brilliant invited company 
what the School had returned 
to its historic home in the 
Vienna Palace, On October 30, 
the Colonel and his riders gave 
thelr first public display In 
Vienno for over ten yCars. 


On cach occasion horses amt 
riders rec€ived an enthuslastle 
welcome, First they showed off 
with the most beautiful preci- 
sion controlled movements at 
the walk, trot and canter. The 
pas de trois and quadrilles 
brought round after round of 
applause. -

Keeping 
marvellous time to the music, 
fhe Ferrey danced round the 
magnificent hall, marked time, 
changed direction, moved side- 
ways or diagonally across e 
hall, weaved an Intricate pat- 
tern without ever a collision or 
un mistlming. 


World's Oldest 


This Sponish Court Ridin, 
school is accounted the oldes' 
riding school jn th: world, It 
was foursdd in Vienna by the 
Emperor Maximilian If (1527- 
1578), who brought some of the 
fomeus “Iberlun” breed of war 
horses from Spain. Bul its 
tradiions go back some 2,500 
years to the horsemen of 
Greece . There 1s no written 
manual for the training cf men 
or horses, but all instructions 
have been handed down from 
genoration to generation by 
wotd of mouth. 


Maxtmillan founded o Court 
stud at Liplzza, near Trieste, 
then Austrian territory, and the 
bnied of horses evolved there 's 
ati fenawn as Lipizzancr, 


The riders in this school ato 
mostly matufe men of long- 
training. They wear the 
Napoleon-like two .cornered | - 
cocked hals, the Jong bi ’ 
frock conts, the tight fitting 
lwhie breeches, and the shiny 
‘leether top-boots cf the old 
Court riders of 200 years and 
more‘*ago. 


But the dainty movements and 
dance-like 3 eps of the stallions 
aie not justa circus show, oF 
some Spectators stcen to think. 
The €panigh Riding School 
training i based partly on the 
naturi] movemen‘s of tho horse 
and partly on the training used 
in mediaeval days for tourn-
